MICHIGAN, Oct. 15—(UP)—On the home stretch of his 
5,000-mile re-election drive, President Roosevelt invaded 
pivotal Michigan today, elated by the most tumultous re- 
ception of his campaign. 


Political observers on the President's train who also 


witnessed the 1932 campaign declared Mr. Roosevelt's re- 
ception in Chicago last night was one of the greatest Demo- 
cratic shows in four years. It even outstripped the Wel- 
come 
Chicago gave him 


when he went there as a 
guest of the late Mayor An- 
ton Cermak in 1932. 


The chief executive today 


sought the assurances of 
Michigan Democratic lead- 
ers that the state would be 
found in his column in No- 
vember. 


The schedule, another un- 


usually busy one, called for 
Mr. Roosevelt to be in Grand 
Rapids at 9:30 a, m. for a down- 
town parade, followed by a brief, 
extemporaneous address. On leav- 
ing that city he will move into Lan- 
sing:, the capital, for a rear plat- 
form appearance.

There was no wash bowl for them 
to wash their hands; they did that 
after the operation because then 
the hands would be bloody and need 
it. The instruments were laid out 
—they would be conspicuous today 
because of their bone and wooden 
handles. 
They had been washed 


and polished a few days before, 
ajid would be again after the oper- 
ation, but not boiled—that might 
affect the temper of the knives— 
nor sterilized in any way. 


There was no apparatus for 


anaesthesia in the room. No ether 
cans. No smell of ether—that 
would seem queer to a patient in 
a modern hospital. 


Ether Discovered 


But that was the cause of the 


Impatience, because a few days 
before, a dentist, Dr. William T. G. 
Morton, had approached the senior 
surgeon of the group, Dr. John 
Collins Warren, and had told him 
that he had discovered a method 
by which patients could be made 
insensible during a surgical opera- 
tion—by the inhalation of sulphuric 


ether. Is was something that the 
surgical world had long wanted to 
hear. Dr. Warren himself had used 
many substances—including hyp- 
notism and mesmerism—but they 
were all humbugs; when the knife 
was applied to the patient's flesh, 
he immediately awoke. 


But always alert and ready to 


advance, Dr. Warren had listened 
to Dr. Morton's account of how he 
had pulled teeth under its influ- 
ence, and had decided to give him 
a trial. This was the morning ap- 
pointed and Dr. Morton was late. 
As time went on the impatience of 
the little group turned to anger. 
Dr. Morton, they thought, was one 
of the long line of humbugs—he 
had become panicky at the idea of 
failure or exposure from a public 
demonstration and had decided not 
to appear. 


"As Dr. Morton has not arrived 


I presume he is otherwise en- 
gaged," said Dr. Warren, at last in 
a hard voice, and choosing an in- 
strument turned to the patient to 
begin. The feelings of the patient 
have never been recorded—every- 
body else has written at length on 
the matter—and it may be won- 
dered whether he was disappointed 
or relieved. After all, this drug 
was a new thing, and though he 
had consented to try it, perhaps 
the operation would not be so bad 
after all. Dr. Warren had a repu- 
tation .for quickness in such things. 


But just then Dr. Morton en- 


tered. 
He had been delayed be- 


cause Dr. A. A- Gould, a zoologist 
and friend of Agasslz's, had sug- 
gested an improvement in the ap- 
paratus, and together they had sat 
up all night to arrange it. 


At Dr. Warren's abrupt, "Well, 


sir, your patient is ready," Dr. Mor- 
ton leaned over and the keen, sweet 
smell of ether filled a surgical 
operating room for the first time. 
Soon he was able to say, "Dr. War- 
ren, your patient is ready," and in- 
creduously 
the 
old 
gentleman 


made his incision. In about five 
minutes he had dissected out the 
tumor. The patient had made no 
sign of pain, nor any struggle. 
When he did wake up he remem- 
bered nothing about the operation. 


"Gentlemen," Dr. Warren said, 


"this is no humbug." 


Time has proved the truth of 


his judgment.

In the stadium, from the platform 


where four years ago he accepted 
the nomination for the presidency, 
Mr. Roosevelt blasted Republican 
leadership and claimed credit for 
"saving the system of private pro- 
fit and free enterprise after it had 
been dragged to the brink of ruin 
by these same leaders who are now 
trying to scare you." 


"Some of these people really for- 


get how sick they were," he obser- 
ved as the audience howled and 
cheered. "I have their fever charts. 
I know how the knees of all of our 
rugged individualists were tremb- 
ling four years ago and how their 
hearts fluttered." 


"They came to Washington in 


&-reat numbers," he said. "Wash- 
ngton did not look like a danger- 
ous bureaucracy to them then. Oh, 
no it looked like an emergency 
hospital. All of the distinguished 
patients wanted two things—quick 
hypodermic to end the pain and a 
course of treatment to cure the di- 
sease. We gave them both. 
And 


now most of the patients seem to 
be doing very nicely. Some of them 
are even well enough to throw 
their crutches at the doctor." 


Offering to Buslnes 


The Chicago address was inter- 


preted as a peace offering to busi- 
ness men at large. It held assur- 
ance that in the future there would 
be a minimum of legislation aimed 
at them unless it were for the pur- 
pose of correcting known abuses. 


The president emphasized that 


"The people of America have no 
quarrel with business. They insist 
only that the power of concentra- 
ted wealth shall not be abused." 


Mr. Roosevelt cited accomplish- 


ments 
of 
the 
administration's 


emergency spending program and 
explained that business "did not 
get out of the ditch itself—it was 
hauled out by your government." 


He detailed chronologically what 


the businessman wanted the gov- 
ernment to do for him in 1933, and 
what his administration did. His 
outline:

prices—and we did it.

In all, the speech was an ac- 


counting of the stewardship of the 
national government in the last 
three and a half years from the 
viewpoint of business. Mr. Roose- 
velt verbally embraced the major- 
ity of the businessmen of the na- 
tion and found fault with only 
those 
'"malefactors 
of 
groat 


wealth" who "operate at the ex- 
pense of society." 


"This concentration of wealth 


and power," he averred, "has been 
built on other 
people's money, 


other people's business, other peo- 
ple's labor. Under this concentra- 
tion independent business was al- 
lowed to exist only by sufferance. 
It has been a menace to the so- 
cial system as well as the economic

ple against that sort of thing ex- 
cept a people's government 
in 


Washington. All that this adminis- 
tration has done, all that it pro- 
poses to do—and this it does pro- 
pose to do—is to use every power 
and authority of the federal gov- 
ernment to protect the commerce 
of America from the selfish forces 
which ruined it." 


He then addressed himself to 


business men to explain what his 
administration has accomplished:
